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T° 2000/01 season is only 
one week old but, like the 
beginning of every new season, 
people ore already speculating as 
to who'll be the team to beat come 
finals time. Will Wollongong be 
able to make it back-to-back titles? 
Can the Glory go one step further 
than last season? (we certainly 
hope so!) 

The general consensus among 
the “experts” points to a golden 
season for Bernd and his boys. 
Certainly the popular German 
appears to have a squad capable 
of erasing last season‘s grand final 
disappointment, but as is often the 
case, the most talented team on 
paper doesn't always take the ‘ 
prize. 

“My team did well last season,” Stange said, “but this 
year | think it will be a bit harder for us because now 
everybody wants to beat Perth Glory, especially at Perth 
Oval.” 

Despite Stange’s cautious optimism, there seems to be 
a good feeling, one of quiet confidence about the Glory 
camp this season, perhaps more so than ever before. 

The club hos signed six players during the winter. 
There’s nothing unusual about that, nor the fact that a 
similar number have departed. But what is encouraging 
is the character of the new players and the way they have 
fited in, particularly the big nomes from interstate. 
Damian Mori, Brad Maloney, PJ Roberts and Shane 
Pryce are all super players individually but they are also 
all very hard workers on the pitch and great team players 
and you just get the impression that the Glory may have 
come out of an offseason slightly ahead for possibly the 
first time since joining the league. 

So, who will be the teams to beat? Despite losing 
several key players, including goalkeeper Les Pogliacomi 
and Mark Robertson, along with coach Nick 
Theodorakopoulos, you'd have to consider reigning 
champions Wollongong, particularly after last week's 
performance against the Glory. 

Another of last season's finalists, Carlton look very 
strong despite Simon Colosimo’s inevitable move 
overseas and the loss of Brazilian sharpshooter Alex 
Moreira who's gone to Northern Spirit, though they have 
bought experienced Socceroos defender Steve Horvat to 


Marconi should also be there 
or thereabouts come finals time. 
They've lost big names in Maloney 
and Zeljko Babic but they've done 
well to capture Angelo Costanzo 
from Adelaide and of course 
James Afkos 

After a turbulent final season in 
Perth, Troy Halpin joined Sydney 
Olympic, along with Socceroos 
goalkeeper Clint Bolton. However, 
whether these additions can offset 
the loss of stars such as Brelt 
Emerton, Pablo Cardozo and 
Gabriel Mendez remains to be 
seen. 

Parramatta have considerably 
bolstered their defence by signing 
ex-Socceroos captain Alex Tobin, 
Nick Orlic, Les Pogliacomi and ex- 
Glory player Hamilton Thorp. The Power will be 
desperate for a top-six finish, although it might be tough 
to overcome the loss of Mile Sterjovski and Jacob Burns. 

Northern Spirit look good on paper with Mendez, 
Moreira and earlier this week Craig Foster, just three of 
several quality players who've come on board, and with 
Scottish giant Glasgow Rangers now owning 51 per cent 
of the club, there'll be no shortage of money to lure more 
top players. 

like Spirit, today’s opponent South Melbourne will be 
an interesting team to watch, Without the distraction of

But there will be bigger interest in the return of 
former Glory favourite Vas Kalogeracos, who left 
the club under a bit of a cloud early last season and 
joined South a few weeks ago. He scored on his 
debut against Adelaide City Force last week, 
coming off the bench to hit the target in the dying 
seconds of the 3-1 win. 

Kalogeracos used to be a thorn in South's side 
when he played for the Glory, twice getting hat- 
tricks. He bagged three spectacular goals including 
the one that took out the SBS goal of the year award 
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when South first visited Perth Oval in the 1996/97 
seasons 

And Vas got three more the following year, this 
time in the 3-3 draw at Bob Jane Stadium 

There is another WA link. South goalkeeper 
Michael Petkovic is the younger brother of the 
Glory’s custodian, Jason Petkovic. 

Glory hasn't lost at Perth Oval since going down 
2-1 to Newcastle Breakers on April 16, its only 
home defeat during the second half of the home- 
and-away season.

But 
he’s also an extremely talented player who can 
create havoc for opposition defences with his vision 
and distribution. 

And to top it all off the 1998/99 NSL Player of 
the Year is a goalscoring midfielder, much in the 
mould of Boutsianis. In fact in 238 NSL games, he’s 
managed 62 goals, a great strike-rate for a 
midfielder. 

And he didn’t take long to open his account for 
the Glory, scoring against Adelaide Blue Eagles just 
11 minutes into his first game for his new club. He 
followed up with another goal against the Slovakian 
Olympic side and a cracker in the hit-out with local 
side Inglewood. 

One of Maloney’s strengths is his ability to make 
late, unchecked runs into the opposition penalty 
box, as the Glory have discovered more than once 
in the past. 

He said he was eagerly looking forward to 
playing in front of the huge Perth crowds and wasn’t 
feeling any excessive pressure following in the 
footsteps of former crowd favourites Ergic, Halpin 
and Boutsianis. 

“Not necessarily, | think there'll always be a 
certain amount of pressure to perform,” he said. 

“| just want to be able to play as well as | can and 
hopefully make a valuable contribution to the team 
and the team’s success.”

f the four interstate signings, Paul Roberts may

The 34-year-old Liberian had turned down offers from Serie A 
clubs Bologna and Perugia before agreeing to play in France. 
The former AC Milan and Chelsea star cmon! has an option 
of a second season, a spokesman said. It is hoped he will 


make his club debut today against Lille. 


MARADONA PONDERS COACHING POST 

Argentine soccer legend Diego Maradona, is considering an 
offer to take over the reigns of the struggling and financially 
crippled Buenos Aires team, his agent Guillermo Coppola 
said recently. 

Maradona, who has spent most of this year in Cuba under 
treatment for a drug problem that wrecked a sparkling playing 
career, has reportedly contacted the owners of Club Atletico 
Almagro about a possible deal through a steady stream of 
telephone conversations. The club's president and vice- 
president were to have flown into Havana last week to discuss 
a possible contract. 

Maradona's previous attempts into coaching with Argentine 
clubs Deportivo Mandiyu de Corrientes and Racing Club de 
Avellanedas, brought little success, and he would have his 
work cut out again with Almagro 

Although recently promoted to the Argentine First Division for 
the first time in more than half a century, the club from a poor 
Buenos Aires suburb currently lies bottom with five defeats and 
four draws. 


PUSKAS IN HOSPITAL 

Ferenc Puskas, arguably Hungary's greatest footballer, is in 
hospital suffering from arteriosclerosis but his life is not in 
danger, his manager said last week 

Puskas (73) received a visit on Sunday from his former Real 
Madrid strike partner Alfredo Di Stefano. Puskas’ wile Elisabet 
was quoted as soying he had been overwhelmed by the visit 
Spanish football federation president Angel Maria Villar said 
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that he would also make the trip to Budapest. 

Dubbed “The Galloping Major", Puskas was the most 

influential player in the wonderful Hungarion team of 1950s 

and was capped 84 times. 

His manager Jozsef Barkovics said Puskas needed medical 

checkups for the arteriosclerosis — hardening of the arteries 
but his state of health was acceptable for the time being and 

he was well for his age. 

led by Puskas, Hungary recorded one of the most famous 

victories in soccer history in 1953 when they became the first 

continental team to beat England at Wembley, winning 6-3 in 

magnificent style. Six months later they were even more 

devastating, trouncing England 7-1 in Budopest. 


DOUGLAS SIGNS FOR CELTIC 

Scottish giants Celtic have completed the £1.5 million signing 
of Dundee keeper Rab Douglas. The move is also a huge 
bonus for his previous club Livingston who agreed a selling-on 
clause in his contract when he joined Dundee for £60,000 
plus a ployer. It is likely the Almondvale outfit could receive a 
whopping £150,000 for their trouble. Parkhead boss Martin 
O'Neill said he arrives at Celtic as a player to increase the 
competition for places, but he's likely to start against Dundee 
United ot Parkhead at the weekend. 

Meanwhile, Israeli midfielder Eyal Berkovic has said he'll 
remain with Celtic until Christmas but if he doesn't ge! a 
game, he wants out. The talented midfielder returned from 
shining for Israel only to sit on the bench against St Mirren last 
weekend. 

"Of course it's not the best feeling to sit on the bench, but | try 
to be cool because | have my family here and | don't want to 
affect them," said Berkovic, who states he has received offers 
from a number of English Premiership sides. 


PANUCCI LEAVES STAMFORD BRIDGE 
Chelsea defender Christian Panucci has flown back to Italy 
after being told by Blues manager Claudio Ranieri that he 
doesn't feature in his plans. 
Panucci, who was signed by previous monoger Gianluca Vialli 
on a one year loan deal from Inter Milan was told mid-week by 
Ranieri of his decision, and i jiately flew back to Italy. 
Panucci arrived at Stamford Bridge following a heated 
disagreement with former Inter manager Marcello Lippi. But since 
lippi has been released, Panucci will return to a healthier 
welcome than he apparently received at Stomford Bridge. 
It is understood that the Italian international was not popular 
with certain Chelsea players. An on-the-field spat with Jimmy 
Floyd Hasselbaink in the Premiership match agoinst Leicester 
was followed up by reports that whilst Chelsea were trying to 
sign Brazilian winger Savio from Real Madrid, Panucci had 
spoken to the player advising him against joining the London 
side. He also spoke out on a number of occasions on how 
much he would like to rejoin the European Champions rather 
than play in the Premiership.
